to him. Our two latest letters to hi m have already spawned six 
letters from aim m reply ,- and the end is not yet in sight. This 
was not caused by delay in replying to him but is no rmal Weisberg 
procedure. 

As a matter of fairness to other researchers, I thi nk we should 
furnish no information to him in the future except what is absolutel y 
necessary co furnish him copies of documents u nder the "Freedom of 
Information Act." This course is further justified by the fa ct that 
he wilfully complicates the correspondence by such statem ents as those 
_that we informed the press lr. ’February IgoT that we had a tota l of 40 
ua^.es uj. m^w^-iac relating to D avid W. Ferris (l did not make such a 
statement, and I ! m sure no one else would have made it); that ve 
lurnisned him pantographs (one of which ve actually furnished to 
Sr. Nichols rather than to Weisberg) and a list of Perrie material 
which * £ did nou luxmsk him; ana that he had previously made reouests 
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
